CLEVELAND CAUTIOUS, 


The President-Elect Denies Rumors 
About His Cabinet.

„Not a Living Man, Including Myself, 
Knows Who Will Compose the Cabinet.” 
Too Busy With His. Present Duties to An- 
ticipate the New Ones—Imaginative Cor- 
respondents and Where They Should 
Draw the Line—Gov. Cleveland on His 
Interview With Hendricks. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

AtBany, December 5.— This is probably the last 
holiday I shall take during my term as Governor,” 
said President-elect Cleveland as he sat in his library 
at the Executive Mansion yesterday morning, wait- 
ing for the carriage that was to convey him to the 
depot. “A committee from the Actors’ Fund Asso- 
ciation gave me a most cordial and pressing invita- 
tion to attend the performance t his afternoon, and 
as the object is one in which I have always been 
more or less interested, and as I felt that I needed a 
little recreation, I accepted the invitation. I go to 
New York with a few friends, as the guests of these 
gentlemen. I do not regard it as anything more 
than a pleasant private excursion which any gen- 
tlman may be permitted occasionally to make. I 
most certainly deprecate any attempt to distort a 
pleasant jaunt into a conspicuous public event, aud 
as much as I should like todo you any service—” 
to a newspaper correspondent, who was impor- 
tuning the Governor for permission to accompany 
him. “I do not feel at liberty, or even disposed, to 
foist upon the gentiemen, whose guest I am, 

A DETACHMENT OF WAR CORRESPONDENTS.” 
“The truth is,” continued the Governor, “you 
newspaper men look at matters in a different light 
from that in which Isee them. I don't say that you 
are wrong (with a genial smile), but it is certain that 
we are very wide apart in our ideas. Now,I confess 
to you very frankly and freely that I don't read 
many newspapers—I haven't time—but I have seen 
enough to show me that the press of the country is 
bent upon amusing its readers at all hazards. Ido 
not wish to appear uncivil, and it is not my 
disposition to criticise any man in the conduct of 
his business, but I confess that I cannot, for in- 
stance, see why the newspapers should, morning 
after morning, print lists of Cabinet officers, with 
the probability in every case of their being miles 
out of the way. Do they do it.“ and the Governor 
leaned back in his chair and looked quizzically at 
the correspondent, in the hope of. hitting upon, 
among the many mentioned, a few of the right 
ones, and, if so, being able, by and by, to say, 

‘I TOLD You 80. 
or do they do it simply to fill up space? I tell you can- 
didly, sir,” and the Governor became more serious, 
“there is not a living man, including myself, who is 
able to say what gentlemen will form the next Cab-. 
inet.” | 

Have you not given the matter careful thought 
as yet?” asked the correspondent. _ 

“Further than the thought which every man is 
compelled to bestow upon any very important duty 
to be performed in the future, Ihave not bestowed 
upon the question of the Cabinet appointments any 
consideration whatever. I cannot help wondering, 
sometimes, whether the papers which are so busy 
in forming my Cabinet for me really believe that I 
have nothing to do in my present office that I should 
spend my time solely in speculating about what I 
will do in the office I am to hold next. Asa matter 
of fact, I have business connected with the Gov- 
ernor’s office which, by giving a few hours 
to it every evening, I hope to 
finish during my term and which demands 
all my attention." 

NOT ENGAGED IN CABINET-MAKING. - 

I am not engaged in cabinet-making at the pres- 
ent time, the newspapers notwithstanding. My 
time is continually broken in upon by the visits of 
people from all parts of the country. Iam glad to 
meet them. I trust I meet them cordially; but the 
hints, the suggestions, the discussions and the dif- 
ferences of opinion with which they and I am fre- 
quently credited originate in the brains of news- 
paper correspondents.“ 

“As, for example, your reported interview with 
Mr. Hendricks,“ suggested the reporter. 

“Oh, as to that,” said the Governor, his face 
clouding as he spoke, that was not simply false— 
it was mischievous and malicious. A man could 
go to sleep and dream of nothing more 
utterly and wholly false than that. 1 doubt if two 
men, comparatively strangers, could ever give one 
another amore cordial greeting than was the greet- 
ing between Mr. Hendricks and myself. We spoke to- 
gether for barely fifteen minutes, and our iater- 
course was more than friendly; it is warm and 
thoroughly cordial. I will not complain of any 
picture which any man chooses to draw of me from 
personal observations. If the visiting correspond- 
ent chooses to say that I wear a No. 3hat and No. 
10 shoes, he is at liberty to do so. It was merely a 
question, then, whether his course is or is not in 
good taste, but when words are 
put into my mouth which 1 never 
uttered, and when Iam accredited with sentiments 
which I never entertained, I must puta stop to it. 
We are not used to that sort of thing here. I wil 
not permit it. I have not the slightest disposition to 
cloud anything connected with my office, with my- 
self or with my future course, in mystery. There 

NEED BE NO GUESSING ABOUT IT. 
If Senator This or Congressman That calls upon me, 
it should furnish no occasion for any newspaper 
writer to build speculation upon speculation, till he 
reaches some startling conclusion. Let him come 
to me, I'll tell him frankly all I have said.” 

“May Iask,” said the correspondent, “when 
“you propose going to Washington? 

“I would willingly tell you, was the reply, but I 
have not myself determined upon the time. I have 
seen it stated that I was to go to Washington imme- 
diately after the first of January. I have no idea of 
doing anything of the kind. Ishall probably be in 
Washington not until within a very short time of 
March 4 

“Will you deliver a message to the incoming Leg- 
ialature ; 

“No, that will fallto the lot of the Lieutenant- 
Governor; this will be his administration.”

The Committee On Expenditures of the De-

Vouchers and Accounts for the Cinein- 
nati Deputy Marshals—The Present Ses- 
sion to be a Working One. 


Wasuryotox, D. C., December 5.—At a meeting o 
the Committee of Expenditures of the Department 
of Justice to-day Chairman Springer read a letter 
from J. J. Barker, a former treasurer's cierk, reit- 
erating the charges made by him some time ago 
against the management of the office of the First 
Comptroller of the Treasury Department. 
In explanation of the charges Barker 
said he would call the attention of the Comptroller 
to what he considered the illegal allowances of per 
diem. He said he had written a decision on the 
same subject. I told him his decision had not 
reached the fourth door of his office when the 
comptroller told me one bill for per diem was out- 
rageous, and should not be allowed, but it was al- 
lowed. In other cases I objected to 
the payment of claims as illegal 
but they were allowed. I called the attention of 
the Chief of the Division to certain irregular 
vouchers, and he replied it was none of our business. 
There were other accounts for $11,000 that were the 
resuit of the star route trials. I told the Comp- 
troller that they were illegal. He said he had signed 
them without examining them. I wld 
him he could not afford to 
sign them and he replied that he could afford to be- 
cause he had already done so. I think the At- 
torney-General influenced the Comptroller to ailow 
the $11,000. Il went to the chairman of this com- 
mittee and to Senators Van Wyck and Harrison, 
and attempted to have thes things corrected, but J 
found every obstacle thrown in my way.” 
Referring to the first, Comptroller 
Barker said., “= believe Judge Lawrence 
to be honest, but he is so exclusively engaged in the 
production of his decisions that be has not time to 
attend to the details of his office.” 
Before adjournment the committee directed the 
chairman to appoint a sub-committee to investigate 
the matters referred to by Barker. 
THE CINCINNATI INVESTIGATION. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to furnish the committee 
copies of all vouchers on file in the 
Treasury Department concerning payments to 
United States Marshal Wright and other court 
officials of the Southern District of Ohio, for gen- 
eral and special Deputy Marshals at the Congres- 
sional election in October,and for a statement of the 
amounts allowed and paid on account of their 
services.

POLITICAL NOTES. 

A very pretty political sign has been visible for 
the past two days in the fact that several machine 
politicians of Democratic persuasion were heard to 
declare that the necessity for putting up a strong 
Democratic ticket is even stronger than it was be- 
fore the Repubiican split of Wednesday. They 
recognize that at no time in the past eight 
years was there such imminent danger 
of acitizens’ movement, as opposed to both the reg- 
ular parties, and that a weak ticket on the part of 
the Democracy is al that is need2d to precipitate 
such a movement. They argue further that, with a 
strong ticket. the Democratic party may not only 
stem the Independent“ or ‘“‘citizens’” tide, but 
may receive such permanent accretions 
from the Republican party as to make the city 
Democratic past all peradventure. 

The State Democratic Central Commiittee ad- 
journed at its last meeting to meet again at Jeffer- 
son City on the evening before the opening of the 
State Legislature. The purpose of tbat meeting is 
unquestionably to enable the committee to use its 
influence to secure to the chairman, Dr. Shields, the 
speakership of the House. Two years 
ago the same thing was done by 
the old committee, at the instance of John O'Day.

THE FIREMEN’S FUND. 


Important Constitutional Amendment 
Strengthened by a Legal Opinion.

It Does Not Mean a General Protest Against 
Reconstruction, but a Complaint Against 
a Most Unjust Division of the Burden of 
Cost-Good Reading for Every Man Own- 
ing a Lot. 


A large tax-payer on whom the burden of street- 

reconstruction has fallen not lightly was among the 
the callers at the Posr-DispatcH office this morning. 
Ils apprehensions had been aroused by the indica- 
tions of the past several days that the work of re- 
construction so splendidly begun, wasfin imminent 
danger of being abandoned, and he was disposed to 
raise his voice very high against such lame con- 
clusion. He stated the case very strongly. 
“| notice,” said he, “thate of late a very 
marked increase in the number of remons- 
trants against street-reconstruction has been noted, 
and that some of the members of the Board of 
Public Improvements are becoming really alarmed 
for the fate of their improvement scheme, I 
sincerely trust that the case is not so bad as that, 
fora stoppage of that work now would be nothing 
less than a very great outrage on the property 
owners who have already paid reconstruction 
taxes. 

“How do you make that out? Nobody had to pay 
anything till the street in front of his property was 
actually reconstructed?” 

“Of course not. But do you suppose 
that any man would have willingly paid 
his money or favored reconstruction if he 
supposed that only the little patch of street in front 
of his own office was to be repaired. Not a bit of it.

THE CONFIDENCE GAME COMES IN. 

The reason reconstruction became popular and pos- 
sible was, that property owners understood that it 
was to be general—at least in the heart of the city. 
The idea was, that by a thorough system of recon- 
struction St. Louis was to be given a standing as 
one of the best improved cities on the continent. If 
this result could be secured, it was well worth 
contributing to, as it would not only 
benefit property generally, but would gratify the 
pride which every man of property wishes to feel in 
hisown town. Moreover, if this could be done, it 
would solve incidentally the problem as to how to 
keep our streets clean, for the reason that there 
would be no way for mud to get on them. If not 
general, however, it would give no protection what- 
ever against this evil, as one poorly paved block 
will furnish enough mud to spoil two granite blocks 
on each side of it. It was these considerations 
which prompted men of property to 
refrain from protesting against the 
reconstruction of the streets, even though it did in- 
volve a cost of $200 or $250 for every lot of twenty- 
five feet front that they owned. Most of them have 
paid their bills cheerfully, and already about two 
millions of dollars have been collected from them 
on this account. The work has progressed just far 
enough to demonstrate the great merit of the plan, 
and now, with a mere patch hardly finished 
between Twelfth street and the river and 

Chouteau and Franklin avenues, We 
are threatened with a cessation which 
willrob us of nearly all of the benefits of our 

2,000,000 investment. I hope the city will find 
some means of keeping faith with the men who 
have paid their money. If not, public enterprises 
will henceforward be at agreater discount than 
ever in the city of St. Louis.”

Why does trouble arise at this time, after the 
broad and costly business streets have been paved 
without serious opposition?”

The  property-owners out there 
will have far more ground of complaint against the 
special tax bills than the down-town property 
owners.“

“But why have not these objections presented 
themselves in the heart of the city?“ 

“Think a minute and you will discover. 
In the business part of the city the 
blocks are divided up into smaller tracts, 
so that there are several frontson all four of the 
streets surrounding each block. It is very rarely 
that you will find one lot or tract running from the 
corner to the alley. Thus, the cost of each block is 
divided up among several in every case. Besides, 
the property is so valuable there that the tax does 
not constitute such a large proportion of its value as 
out in the residence district.” 

“Well, what isto be donein those cases of great 
hardship?" 

, “The remedy lies in the hands of the property 
owners themselves. If a protestjor remonstrance 
is submitted representing more than half the front- 
age on any street that is proposed to be improved, 
the only way in which it can be reconstructed is, 
for the Board to recommend the ordinance by an 
unanimous vote, and for both houses of the Assem- 
bly to pass it by an unanimous vote. That 
AMOUNTS ALMOST TO PROHIBITION, 

of course, so that if there is a majority remon- 
strance there is little danger of the street being re- 
constructed. Those property owners who do 
not remonstrate formally are pre- 
sumed by law to acquiesce in the proposed 
improvement. The board is bent ou carrying out 
its reconstruction plan, but as it knew this storm 
would come, it put through as much work as possi- 
ble in the safe districts before touching the cross 
streets out west. The first of these streets west of 
Twelfth were advertised a couple of weeks ago, and 
we were not disappointed when remonstrances 
came in by the swarm. They contained the names 
of many men who had encouraged reconstruc- 
tion where it affected them down town, 
but who regarded the proposed undertaking 
as a little more costly than they could stand. In 
blocks like that I have shown you it only takes two 
remonstrants to represent the entire block on any 
cross street, so that each name counts for much 
more than on the east-and-west streets.“ 

“Is this going to affect the reconstruction where 
these cases of hardship do not exist?” 

“No, I think not,except sympathetically, by creat- 
ing a sentiment against that plan of improvement. 
This aspect of the case, you see, isan entirely new 
one tothe general public, and the increase of re- 
monstrances does not indicate any sudden uprising 
against reconstruction generally, as many people 
seem to suspect, but merely a declaration against 
special cases of injustice. Of course, the very hard 
times that have come on us will make reconstruc- 
tion everywhere a little more unpopular, but there 
is no such revolution as newspapers seem to appre- 
hend. 9 

And what is to be the remedy for the cases you 
describe?” 

“I don’t know. That remains to be determined. 
Colonel Flad several years ago 

FORESAW THIS TROUBLE, 
and he devised a plan of taxation which would 
equalize the burden of cost in every block, instead 
of allowing a few to suffer heavily and a majority 
to escape. His plan was to base taxation partially 
on the area of property in the biock, instead of 


wholly on the frontage. We have been unable to 
see any defect in the plan, al- 
though it has been carefully scru- 


tinized. The Colonel drew it up in the shape 
of acharter amendment, but it was lost, together 
with all the other charter amendments, as you 
know. It is safe to say that charter amendments 
will always be lost so long as they are submitted at 
an election when officers are to be voted for. You 
know they must receive a majority of the largest 
number of votes cast for any office, hence a person 
not voting on them at all counts as voting against 
them. This insures the defeat of charter amend- 
ments unless they be of exceedingly 
great popular interest. The only way to do 
would be, to submit such amendments at a specia 
election, when nothing else is to be voted for, and 
then the sense of the people may be obtained. Such 
an election would cost the city from $8,000 to $12,- 
000, but if, for instance, this system of special taxa- 
tion could be corrected therebv. that amount would 
be as but a drop in a bucket compared with the ben- 
efits that would accrue.”

REAL ESTATE. 


The Agents Complaining of an Unu- 
sually Dull Season.

All Lines of the Business Showing Marked 
Depression—The Renting Department Es- 
pecially Inactive—Hardly any Sales and 
but Little Inquiry--Money in Fair Demand 
With Lenders Stiffening Their Rates — 
Chats With thé Architects. 


The real estate market is passing through a season 
of unusual quiet. Sometimes a livening up of one 
branch of the business acts as an offsct to the dull- 
ness of the others, but during the past week it has 
been dull all around, and it really begins to look as 
though the foresight of the real estate men, who all 
fall have been predicting that the livening up of 
trade would not occur until next spring, must have 
been in the right of it. Thereisno more sanguine 
business man in the world than the real estate 
agent. He deals in large transactions and it is only 
natural that some of them whose optimistic tenden. 
cies are unusually well developed should, after 
consummating a few profitable transactions, jump 
to the conclusion that the dawn of a better day has 
arrived. Such men as these occasionally come un- 
der the criticisms of the steady-going old stagers. 
whose phiegmatic temperaments debar them from 
the pleasures attending the imaginative flights of 
fancy which the others indulge in; but, after all, it 
is the hopeful, pushing, energetic men who give life 
tothe business, who help to keep prices up, and if 
their utterances are occasionally, sometimes, too 
richly colored, the harm from it is much less than 
that caused by keeping the gloomy side of affairs 
constantly to the front. During the present week, 
however, the Post-Disparcu real estate reporter's 
hunt for a Mark Tapley proved a vain one. With- 
out exception those visited had to confess that the 
immediate condition of affairs was anything but 
gratifying, and that the prospect for improvement 
was too distant to be worthy a discussion. 
THE, AGENTS, 
Booth, Barada & Co. said that the week had been 
quite a dull one. There had been but few inquiries 


for residence . Rents were low. There 
had been a good demand, however, for money, at 


froin 7 to 8 per cent. 
Tontrup & Vallat also reported a good inquiry for 
money and some little inquiry for property. They 


said, however, that they bad no transactions to re- 
port, and that business was very duli and likely to 
remain so. 

M. R. Collins & Co. said that they had no sales or 
loans to report, and that the renting department of 
the business was in a most unsatisfactory condition. 
The best feature of the market lay in the fact that 
collections this month had been very good. The 
trade generally had looked for some littie difficulty 
in collecting rents on the Ist instant, but had been 
agreeably surprised, tenants having come to the 
front with even more than the accustomed prompt- 
itude. This was looked upon as, possibly, a happy 
augury for the future. There had been some 
sae 1 during the past few days for smali houses. 

Mr. Taaffe, of Taaffe, Emerson & Co., reported 
that they had sold a house and lot on the southwest 
corner of Pine and Fifteenth streets. from John 
Jackson to Lorenzo Gandalfo for $10,000. Business, 
however, had otherwise been dull. Money was in 
some demand at 7 per cent and renting was : 

John G. Priest thought that the least said about 
the reali estate business the better just now. He 
thought that in the spring there would bea keen 
demand for all ciasses of property, but that until 
then the trade would languish. On the subject of 
the Elevated Railroad he said that it was only the 
financial panic of the summer which prevented the 
work from being pushed toa final and successful 
issue, and that, if the charter was extended, a more 
favorable condition of the money market would en- 
able its projectors to push it through. 

J. E. Greffet failed to come to the front with his 
usual assortment of sales. He reported that he had 
made a loan of $4.00 at 8 per cent on a forty-acre 
farm just north of the city. Business generally was 
very dull, the best feature being a strong inquiry 
for loars. The usual struggle between lender and 
borrower was very keen and the lenders generally 
came out ahead, securing 7 and 8 per cent for 
money.

He is also building a two-story, eight- 
room house on Cook avenue, near Grand avenue, 
stock brick with terra cotta front, to cost $5,000, for 
Oscar C. Russeil, and to be completed April 1. A 
third house he is engaged on is being built by Hu- 
men, Kahl & Co., on Lafayette avenue near Second 
Carondelet avenue, for Emil Donk, a ten-room, two- 
story, stone front,to cost $9,000 and to be com- 
pleted May 1.

Government Currency.

and paper money, The article notes carefully the 


more rapid increase in coin and coin certificates, 
and says: “This will give us, by 
1891, a grand total of 
of Government currency, against not more 
than $100,000,000, and probably less, supplied by the 
banks, Of course much may happen to modify or 
prevent this result. The conduct of men cannot be 
predicted so confidently as that of inanimate things. 
The legal tenders may be redeemed and withdrawn, 
the coinage of silver dollars may be suspended, and 
the supply of. gold may be diminished at the mines, 
or be drained away to foreign countries. The 
decrease of national bank circulation may, on the 
other hand, be checked by favoring 
legislation, but the probabilities are greatly 
against these events, and, as we said at the outset 
it is much more likely that national bank notes will 
be driven out of use altogether and their place 
taken by an exciusively Government currency. The 
existence of national bank circulation, it must be 
remembered, depends entirely upon the profit it 
yields the banks. These institutions are conducted 
upon commercial, and not upon philanthropic prin- 
ciples, So long as the bonds required as security 
for their circulation bear a sufficiently high rate of 
interest, they will issue the notes, but so 
soon as the rate fails below the paying point the cir- 
culation will be withdrawn. At present there are 
enough three per cents to be had at about par to 
make it worth while to take out circulation upon 
them, but these bonds, as we know, will all soon be 
paid off, and the Comptroller of the Currency tells 
us that the fours and four and a halfsare already 
too high to make them a profitable basis for circu- 
lation. The four and a halfs will surely be re- 
deemed at their rom: in 1891, and the fours are 
rising in price continually under the competition for 
them by executors, trustees, savings institutions 
and timid investors, That the ple of the United 
States will, for the sake of the banks, sanction any 
legislation by which either the National debt shall 
be prolonged or the interest upon it be increased, it 
is idle to suppose, That they will permit banks to 
issue Circulation on any less secure a basis than 
United States bonds, is equally incredible. There is 
no escape, that we can see, from 
THE HARD LOGIC OF FACTS. 

The National Bank currency must go, and that 
pretty soon. Of the sibility of the re- 
tirement of the le notes by 
redemption and circulation there is no indication. 
The contracting of them in this way was stopped in 
1878 by popular clamor and, as we nave already re- 
marked, they have remained fixed at their present 
amount ever since without efforts hy either political 
party to reduce it. The same may be said of the 
coinage of silver dollars. Every attempt to check 
or to suspend it has hitherto been abortive. The 
West almost unanimous} favors it and 
support it to the last.

the danger that the withdrawal of bank 
circulation may cause a monetary stringency, con- 
cerning which so much solicitude has been expressed 
in various quarters, it need only be remarked that 
that the coinage of gold and silver alone will more 
than fill any vacuum thus occasioned. Whether the 
coin goes into circulation as coin or as Government 
receipts for coin delivered on demand, is immater-

IN MEMORIAM, 


A Tribute to the Character of the Late J. 
H. Wieting. 


The following memorial, drawn up by a com- 
mittee of the friends and associates of the late 
Jacob H. Wieting, will be read with pleasure by the 
very large circle of those who knew and admired 
Mr. Wieting's rare character and high endowments: 

At the early age of 40, after a long and painful 
iliness, Jacob H. Wieting, a member of the St. 
Louis Bar, died at St. Louis, December 3, 1884. 

Mr. Wieting was a graduate of Union College, 
where he wasa member of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Society, and where, though not a member of any 
literary society, he won the Blachford prize for the 
best English oration. Having left college with the 
rank of fifth, in a class numbering sixty-five, he 
entered the Law School of Harvard University, 
where he gradnatdd with high honors—winning the 
first prize fora legal essay in a class containing 
more than one hundred members. At the Law 
School he was especially distinguished by the 
scholarly ability with which he discharged all of 
his duties as a student of the profession of his 
choice. In Moot Court, upon two prominent occa- 
sions, he received the most marked encomiums 
from Professors Washburn and Parsons, because of 
his thorough mastery of the intricate questions pre- 
sented in argument, 


Having come to St. Louis from the Law school. 
Mr. Wieting was admitted to the bar, and rapidly 
won an enviable and praiseworthy position. He was 
not an advocate. He did not aspire to forensic 
fame. He was, however, thoroughly versed in the 
— and learning of the law. His ability as a 

wyer was universally recognized and conceded. 

he not, soon after his coming to St. Louis, 
fallen a physical victim to the vicissitudes of a then 
strange climate, and from which he never recov- 
ered. he would have stood at the bar the peer of any 
of its members, He was, unfortunately, cut down 
upon the very threshold of his legal career. 

In the walks of life, apart from his profession, 
Mr, Wieting gave daily evidences of his striking 


truth an maul qualities. He main- 
tained his college babits of schol- 
arly research an acquisition. He was 


critically appreciative as a student of literature. 
history and science. His memory was signally keen 
and retentive, and, while never prone to burdening 
a friend with the results of his research, he was yet 
upon occasion most happy in his easy and vivacious 
discussion of the merits of authors and the fruit of 
their iabors. 

In all the relations which he bore to society asa 
son, brother, friend, uaintance, Mr. Wieting dis- 
played the most exemplary traits of character. He 
was kind, gentle and tenderly considerate. Inevery 
relation he was honest and of unswerving integrity. 
He was utterly without pretence, and assuming to 
himself no greater virtues than fall to the lot of or- 
dinary men, he bound himself firmly to friends and 
acquaintances through the genuineness of his re- 
gard and the manly, frank and sincere conduct of 
his daily life, By all who knew him he is sincerely 
mourned, Tos.
